ZANZIBAR- Smallpox— Examination, ol Bats. 

Consul Weddell reports, October 10: 

During the week ended October 2 smallpox was reported as fol- 
lows: New cases 5, deaths 7, cases remaining under treatment 14. 
From June 8 to October 2 there were reported 160 cases of smallpox, 
with 78 deaths. The total number of persons vaccinated during the 
same period was 21,889. 

During the week ended October 7 there were received 995 rats, all 
of which were examined for plague infection. No plague-infected rats 
were found.
